Washington — (NEA) — Arthur 


C. .Bunce, head of the 
Marshall 


Plan mission in Korea, has return 
ed to Washington for planning con 
ferenCes on future Economic Coo 
peration Administration aid to that 
war-torn country. The problem of 
rebuilding the Korean 
economy 


after the shooting stops is already 
.concerning Washington, 
i Dr. Bunce brought with him to 
Washington the latest first-hand in- 
formation on the condition of the 
civilian population in the little 
Fusan beachhead now defended by 
U. S. and South Korean troops. 


.It is an area roughly the sam 


size as Delaware — a little ove 
2000 square miles. But whereas the 
1950 population of Delware is 316, 
000 the normal population of thi 
Pusan beachhead area is perhap 
si- million, or 10 times as great.

Just before Dr. Bunce left Korea 


a few days ago to fly back to Wash- 


••JSngton, he got one report that the 


South Koreans in Seoul, the former 
capital now occupied by the Com- 
munists, actually welcomed 
the 


heavy bombings the city has taken 
from U. S. planes. 
In any other country than Korea 


and with any other people than Ko- 
reans, the problem of over 6 mil- 
lion people in an area the size of 
the Pusan beachhead would 
be 


serious. Most of the refugees have 
doubled up with other 
families, 


here are few refugee camps. 
Food requirements are low and 


so far have been met by borrowing 
food from Army stocks in Japan.

Warning of 
Kore&nWar

Washington, Sept. 11 
—(fP)—Nine! 


unsung prophets three years ago 
gave the government a remark- 
ably accurate picture of the type 
of war in which the United States 
is now engaged. 


What they wrote into an 
offi- 


cial report on 
May 
29, 
1947, 


sounds like a history of how this 
country became involved in 
the 


war with the Communists in Ko- 
rea : 


"We might become involved in 


a war through the aggressive tac- 
tics of some nation against 
its 


neighbors, in a distant part of the 
world, 'Which we and the United 
Nations could not countenance el' 
ther because of ultimate threats 
to world security or because oui 
international conscience would no1 
permit us to stand passive while 
the rights and liberties of others 
were transgressed. Such involve 
ment might come at any time. 


"The tactics of 
the aggressor j 


would start with political iniltra- 
tion into 
surrounding 
countries. 


That would be followed by mili- 
tary1 and political domination and, 
if allowed • to proceed unchecked, 
it would spread, to even broader 
areas.. These tactics might be di- 
rected to the -realization 
of 
a 


'geopolitik' program 
comparable 


to that undertaken by the Axis 
powers and aimed at the control 
of all or the .greater part of Eu- 
rope and Asia. 


"Such a 
.program 
would in- 


evitably have as its final goal the 
rumbleing of the United States, 
x x x If he/were 
permitted to 


carry out this program 
without 


challenge, the enemy would, of 
course, 
wait until he had the 


atomic bomb or 
a 
comparable 


weapon before attacking us 
di- 


rectly."

1950 are doing their duty as well 
and as quietly as the young men 
of 1940 or the young men 
of 1917. 


That- is not to say the selective 


service 
system's 
hasty 
switch 


from peace to 
war 
has 
beer 


smooth. It could hardly be. 
But 


neither ha? it shown 
any 
wide- 


spread bad morale, malingering, 
or organized resistance to Amer- 
ica's stand in Korea. 


Some shocking figures on draft 


delinquencies have been 
printed 


in recent weeks — mostly in the 
big cities. Some of these 
have 


reached the total of 30 per cent. 


If that meant what it seemed, 


things would be in very bad shape 
indeed. It would amount to a na- 
tional sit-down strike that would 
fatally sabotage American power 
abroad and give the enemy more 
than just aid and comfort. 


It's true that in New York City 


12 per cent of the men actually 
failed to show up for one induc- 
tion call — a very serious matter, 
especially for the men. 


It's also true that in Chicago 


and other big cities like 
Balti- 


more, St. Louis and Indianapolis 
from 
15 to 30 per 
cent have 


{ailed to answer draft board let- 
ters or to show up for pre-induc- 
tion physical examinations. 


But in contrast to this, the pre- 


induction delinquencies have been 
much less than one per cent in 
Portland, Maine, 
and 
Portland, 


Oregon. . In Texas and Colorado. 
. . . In Kansas City and Milwau- 
kee and North Carolina. And in 
these states — and many others- 
wilful delinquencies 
are 
almost 


at the vanishing point. 


What the -figures mean, draft 


officials seem to agree, is simply 
that a lot of young Americans in 
our quick-shifting population have 
just moved away end left no for- 
warding address. 
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
